An original bid of two no trump, 
us advocated by the writer in 
his systom of contract ° bidding, 
Indicaten, a strong hand with all 
four suits stopped. — wea! 


Whilé original bids of one no 
trump generally deny- the holding 
of a biddable four-card suit, origi- 
nal two no trump bids do not deny 
even a strong four-card minor su t. 
They show hands containing from 
three and one-half to four and one- 
half quick tricks and a favourable 
no trump distribution and they re- 
quire partner to Ko to three no 
trump with as little aa a king in 
one anit and a queen in another 
suit; eg. you hold the following 
hand: 


Spades--A J. 
Hearta—K J 10. 
Diamonds—a K, 109. 
Clubs—Q J 9 8. 


While you have a strong four- 
card diamond suit, you also have a 
beautiful no trump distribution and 
it looks more Iike a nine-trick 
hand for no trump than a 10 oF 
11-trick hand if played at a suit, 
there’ore you are justified in open- 
ing this type of hand with two no 
trump, @s you want to play the 
hand at no trump tnd It would be 
n disndvantaye to disclose to your 
opponents Where your strength lies. 
ff partner holds the ace or kine of 
clubs and the aveen of hearts or th: 
queen of spades, with « favourable 
distribution, fe should take the 
contract to three ne trunip. 


Denying Original ‘Two no 
Trump Bids. 


When partner opens with an 
original two no trump bid and your 
hand contains a strong five-card 
major or minor suit and an unfa- 
yourable distribution for no trump, 
you should show your suit. Jf it is 
an minor suit, partner will un- 
doubtedly go: back to thrce nv 
trump, while if it is a major, he 
may have support for it and will 
{ake you to four odd in sour suit, 
If that happens to be hls weak suit, 
he should gro to three no trump. 


At no time should two no trump 


bids be taken out with weakness. | 


Jf you are not prepared to play 
a game-xoing declaration in either 
no trump or your suit, you should 
pass. 


if you are not prepared to play 
a game-going declaration in cither 
no trump or your suit, vou snould 
pass, 


Original Bids of Three No 
. Trump. 


It might truthfully be said that 
original bids of three no trump are 
aa rare as hen’s teeth. ‘They re- 
quire every suit doubly stopped and 
enottgh probable tricks to produce 
yume nt no trump even though 
partner’s hand is trickless. When- 
over you hold a hand as strong as 
this, you will almost invariably 
find thnt you have a legitimate 
original two-of-a-suit forcing bid. 


By starting with an original two! 
forcing bid, you are more sure to! 


arrive at the correct declaration 
for the combined two hands, while 


with an original three no trump, 


bid, partner will ‘probably pass 
even with a hand that could pro- 
duce a slam if played at a sit.

‘After the Loyal tonst had beon 
honoured, Dr. Matthews proposed 
tho tonst of “Anzac”, In tho 
course of which he said: 

“Since the war. Anznc Day has 
become to ue Australians a very 
,anered and a great day, and I 
think there aro many reasons for 
that fact. It was not the first 
time that the Australians had 
fought, but it was the first time 
they had fought seriously nas 2 
nation. Years ago a contingent 
went to the Sudan, but I think it 
is true to say that they got.there 
a little late for anything exciting 
to happen. In the South African 
war the Australians gave, it good 
necount of themselves. but that 
waa at n time before Federation. 
when jealousy avas stronger than 
a little Jater on: they were pro- 
bably more representative of the 
States than of Australia as a 
whole. , 

When we came to the Great 
War we had > become a nae 
tion, stehough J think, still aplit 
up a good deal by inter-state jeal- 
opsy. Then we went into the 
war, with our naval expedition in 
the South Seas, and we had the 
joey of ‘entering whole-heartedly 
into the task with the Emplre. 
One of the first results the eruis- 
er Sydney, which was convoying 
a transport was able to sink the 
‘Emden after ao hard fight.

It is hard to realise that 17 
years ago to-night J was eating 
bully beef and biscuits and liking 
it, even if I did not feel too safe.

The greeting was always the 
same: “HLello Bill—still going 
strong-—Good.”

manna from Heaven, But our joy 
was short Hved for the Powors 
that be took a hand and pljuced 
an armed ‘guard over tho stranded 
wine.

He was 
only discovered when the parrel 
was half empty and ho was lying 
inn pool of wine singin “Mr. 
Booze.” 


Kitchener ‘Anecdote. 


Then, when- Lord Kitchener 
landed there was another amusing 
A crowd of Aussies and 
New Zealanders were on the beach 
near White’s Gully when Kit 
chener walked along in’ company 
with several staff officcrs, and his 
Alde-de-Camp. We were a dirty, 
decrepit crowd at the best. None 
of us had had-n shave for weeks, 
our, clothes were .mora or less 
ragged and we presented a sorry 
apectncle as we tried to stand 
erect when Britain's greatest 
soldier passed. He ‘patted one 
man on the shoulder and sald: 
“One of my brave Australians,” 
to which the man replied, “No 
air, Now Zealand,” and  Kit- 
chener said “Never mind, you arc 
nll the same, all my brave Anzacs, 
England is proud of you; Aus- 
tralia is proud of you, and what's 
more boys, I’m proud of you. With 
these remarks he turned and ac- 
companied his officers along the 
bonch. He had hardly gone five 
yards when an Aussie dashed from 
the back of the crowd with a jar 
of rum under one arm, and in his 
hand a trenching tool handle. He 
cont/nued to run along till he was 
within a few yards of Kitchener, 
and waving ‘ his trenching tool 
handle he shouted, “And we're 
darned proud of you too Kitch.” 

Then there was a pal of mince 
who'was leading several mules 
laden with rations and water on 
his way to the trenches when sud- 
denly a large sized shell exploded 
near by. He clung tenaciously. to 
the ropes of the lending mule and 
luckily escaped unhurt, but when 
the smoke cleared away his mule 
train was gone ‘and all he had was 
the head of the leading animal. He 
brought this back to the depot and 
snid: “Hey Robbie, tack a couple 
of more mules on the end of this.” 
Such was the spirit of Anzac. 

Tho Anzac Spirit. 

Much has been said of this 
spirit. The spirit thal prompted 
the soldiers of Australia and New 
Zealand to throw down their packs 
on landing and charge up those 
precipitous cliffs to oust the 
Turks; to endure dysentery, water 
shortage, and many other hard- 
ships; to xo through the ravages 
of the battles of the Somme, Ypres. 
Messines, Passchendaele and many 
other engagements, and 80 carry 
on uncomplainingly till the end of 
the war. That apirit did not ori- 
inate at Anzac, it is a heritage 
handed down to us from our Bri- 
tish pioneer forebenrs.

He clung tenaciously te 
the ropes of the Jending mule and 
luckily escaped unhurt, but when 
the smoke cleared away his mule 
train was gone and all he had was 
the head of the leading animal, He 
brought this back to the depot and 
said: "Iley Robbie, tack a couple 
of more mules on the end of this.”

of the battles of the Somme, Ypres. 
Messines, Passchendacle and many 
other enygngements, and so curry 
on uncomplniningly till the end of 
the war, That spirit did not ori- 
sinate at Anzae, it is a heritage 
handed down to us from our Bri- 
tish piobeer forebears. Tt 1s in- 
Gissolubly implanted in the breast 
of every Australian and +» New 
Zealander, and dates back to that 
intrepid explorer Captain Cook, 
who discovered Australia for Eng- 
lund. Jt was evidenced by, the 
deeds of Blaxtand, Lawson and 
Wentworth, by Bourke and Wills, 
by Sir Henry Parkes--Australia’s 
evreatest statesman and by many 
others whose names have gone 
down to posterity as makers of 
Australian history, It is in evi- 
tlenee in Australia to-day in the 
magnificent: fight waged by such 
men as the Prime Minister Joseph 
Lyons, and his followers. The 
spirit of Anzne is the indomitable 
will to overcame all obstacles -in 
the path of right and any Aus- 
tralian or New Zealander who is 
worth his salt has it.

It was this comradeship 
which carried them on through 
the dreary months and did much 
to plant the seed of good fellow- 
ship in a common purpose, 

The toust: was cordially received 
by the gathering to which Col. 
Godwin-Austin responded, 

Colonel Godwin-Austin’s Reply. 

Lieut.-Col.. Godwin-Austin was 
given a rousing reception when he 
rose to reply. “I am deeply 
honoured to be here”, he said. 
“Deeply honoured that you have 
asked us here to renow the com- 
radeship of the beaches and the 
trenches:” 

The Lieutenant-Colonel explain- 
ed that he was not at Gallipoli 


for the gloriofs landing on April]:

COLONY’S IMPROVED 
FINANCES 


The state of. the Colany’s 
finances, as revealed in the com- 
pleted figures for 1931, must be 
described as eminently satisfactory. 
Indeed, an analyais of the position 
raises the point whether the time 
has net arrived for a remiasiot. of 
gume of the additional taxatian 
impeaed Inst year. Revenue has 
come in surprisingly well, 70 mucit 
‘so, in fact, that $5,655,964 more 
was brought to account than was 
originally estimated. On the other 
hand, outgoings are rather more 
than anticipated, the excess beink 
$1,352,919. The point to |! 
atressed, however, is that the year’s 
working yielded a surplus of 
nourly two million doljars. This is 
the more striking when we recall 
that originally 4 deficit of over two 
and a quarter million dollars was 
budgeted for, whilst as Inte AK 
October, when the 1932 Budgot was 
introduced, the Government did not 
expect 1931 to produce a surplus of 
more than $40,000. The effect is 
acen on the Colony’s credit balance. 
which atthe end of Inst year had 
riaen to well over eleven millions, 
which- is some two millions better 
than’ expected when the estimates 
were revised in October last. / 

In our iasuo of Saturday, we 
summarised the principal points of 
last year’s working, and there ig 
therefore no call to recapitulate 
them. One or two items may, how- 
ever, be elaborated. For example, 
the Railway fs continuing to show 
a gratifying rettirn when outgoings 
gre compared with income. With 
jnerensed carnings and less ex- 
penditure, there is a profit on the 
twelve months of over $216,000. 
The reccipts were $121,970 more 
than the previous year, and $146,- 
648 more than was anticipated. On 
the other hand, the railway spent 
368,356 less than the sum allotted, 
or some $62,000 less than in the 
previous twelve months. Certainly 
n most satisfactory - showing. 
Spenking generally, there is ample 
evidence to be found of the Gov- 
ernment habit of under-estimating 
income and thus taking a more pes- 
simistic view of the situation than 
is subsequently shown to have 
been justified. Indeod, the remark- 
able disparity between the excellent 
atnte of affairs disclosed at the 
end of the year and that which was 
forecasted after | nine months’ 
working, is sufficient illustration of 
the point. Land sales are a case 
in point. The original estimate 
was a round million: and o half 
dollars; actunily, well over twice 
that sum was realised. It we turn 
to the expenditure side and select 
nn example, we find that the-two 
and a half milions allotted to 
Public Works Extraordinary was 
not absorbed, tho actual amount 
spent boing $2,874, 931, which was 
some $476,000 less‘ than the pre- 


vious year. 


The Post OMco is, of course, 
always regarded ox one * of our 
profit-making departmonts, but the 
question arisea whether, in view of 


the’ greatly enhanced postal rates, 
it Ja not taking too much from the 
public. Estimated to yleld $1,860,- 
000, it actually produced $2,035,- 
938 last year, and with its expendi- 
turo only $564,893, St worked at & 
profit of close on ono ‘and a half 
millions. If wo look back to the 
two previous years, Wo find that on 
na revenue of $780,161 in 1929, a 
profit of $447,846 wag made, whilst 
dn 1930 a bianco of $494,778 was 
aecured on income totalling $895,- 
368. The comparisons with 1982 
are illuminating. At Homo, . the 
Post Office is regarded, nob as 4 
profit-making institution, but as 
ono of tho two self-balancing de- 
partments of Government. Here 
in Hongkong, a handsome turnover 
is realised whilst at the same time 
postal rates are much above the 
normal level and meanwhile Kow- 
loon Ianguishes for lack, of real 
postal facilities. ° 


"The Legacy at Shanghal. 


Japan has now produced a full- 
length apologia of its conduct in 
the Far Enst in a book by Mr. K. k. 
Kawakami. Called “Japan Speaks,” 
it is inspired, according to the 
author, by the complaints of a New 
York newspaper that, in spito of 
the fact that “Japan had, in many 
reapects, a good case,” she lacked 
“good publicity.” ‘From the title 
one would have imagined that Mr. 
Kawakami would defend Japan’s 
netion at Shanghai. But he ia too 
conscioun, of ita implications and 
potentialities to do xo. He allows 
the official reports to tuke up most 
of his sketchy picture of this side 
of the Sino-Japanese trouble, and: 
proceeds to dull their edge with 
the comment: “But for them (the 
Japanese) to xo in for ‘independent 
intervention’ in the Shanghai 
region with (its) complicated In- 
terests is not only quixotic but 
foolhardy.” Mr. Kawakami then 
tooks around for a neapegont. He 
picks upon “the foreign dichards 
in Shanghni,” suspecting that they 
“covertly egged on the Japanese, 
who, blinded = by thelr apparent 
success: in: Manchuria, were in a 
mood to undertake the job which 
no other Power was prepared to 
do.” - That) there are foreign 
diehards in Shanghai is undoubted. 
That. they have long entertnined 
the sneaking hope that Japan would 
one day “spank” the Chinese Na- 
tionalists is also trie enough. But 
in their wildest: imaginations they 
never supposed that ‘the Japanese 
would be ao “quixotic” and x0 
“foolhardy” as to use the neutral 
Settlement of Shanghai as a base 
for the “spanking” operations.

In 
any interpretation of Shanghai’s 
neutrality, one obligation cannot xo 
without the other. It is true that 
there is no statutory provision for 
Shanghai's neutrality. But it has 
had the force of an understanding 
upheld for nearly a century by 
Chinese as well as foreigners. Now 
that the tumult of battle is over, 
there is A disposition on the part of 
the Japanese command to deny that 
Japan’ has violated’ Shanghai's 
neutrality. Bul ocular evidence 
reported day after day ia undeni- 
able. As Mr. Kawakami implica, 
Japan's act was the kind of blunder 
which Bismarck once said “was 
worse than a crime, The least that 
can be done to palliate the offence 
is for the Japanese to retire from 
Shanghai. :

A FEW weeks ago a French 
journalfat paid a flying visit 
to Borlin, did a rapid round of the 
night cafes, and then rushed home 
to describe “dancing Gormany"” to 
his poverty-stricken compatriots 
and to paint with a flourlsh the 
prosperous condition of a country 
pretending tv be bankrupt. 

One can understand the point of 
view. In some respects Germany 
presents a baffling problem to the 
outside observer with preconceived 
notions about a nition on the edge 
of the abyss. . : 

On the surface there is 
evidence at all of a degraded 
demoralised people. 

In the heart of Germany, at all 
events, I witnessed only the signs 
of a highgrade civilisation func- 
tloning with extreme efficioncy. In 
the country districts the land is 
cultivated with skilled {ntelligenco; 
the grent allotment: arens are 
auperior In management and lay- 
out to any I have seen in England; 
the houses, new and old, are well- 
Kept and | spotlessly clean; men, 
svomen and children look well-dress- 
ed, well-nourlshed and contented.

In the towns State and communal 
contro) continues at the «highest 
pitch.

We have all acquired a 
slick habit of erying “Wolf” about 
Germany; and Germans themselves 
are the arch-offenders. 

Just na in the carly post-war 
years the French, demanding on 
the one side impossible reparation 
sume and appealing on the other 
for lavish generosity from their 
war creditors, were apt to whine 
nbout stricken France, so Germany, 
in order to kill reparation payments 
and for other rensons, exaggerates 
consistently ‘her presen’ plight. 

She is not greatly worse off in 
her organic life than other nations 
bending to the blizzard.

Since the gold standard crisis, 
over 40 milliona sterling of gold 
have been remitted from. India, 
and this export, as was recently 
pointed out in the House of Com- 
mona by the Secretary for India, 
Hua greatly helped to strengthen 
rupee oxchange and, the position 
of Indian credit. 

Evidence of the improvement is 
worded fn the quotations of Gov- 
ernment of India stocks in London. 
Notable examples are the 41% 
sterling stock, 1960/56, which in 
September was 61 and is now 89, 
and the 54% stock, 1936/58, 
which has materlally risen in’ the 
same interval.—-Britfah Wireless.

MURDER ' 


MEDICAL TESTIMONY 
GIVEN | 


Medical evidence and testimony 
as to the atate of the weather 
between the times when the crime 
was committed and certain papers 
were discovered was given at the 
Criminal Sessions ‘this morning 
before the Pulane Judge (Mr. 
Justice Wood) and a jury when the 
murder case was continued. 

Prisoner ig Cheung Iuewah and 
he is charged with the murder of 
Tsang Tai-kal, alias Tsang King- 
kai, son of a well-to-do Shaukiwan 
business man, at or near the road 
lending from Victoria Gap to 
Pokfulum on February 18, 1932. 
’ Thal. morning. the first witness 
wah Dr. G. V, A. Griffiths, Gov- 
crnment Medical Officer, who said 
that on the morning of February 
19 he went to the detective offices 
and saw prisoner. He made an 
exterior examination ‘of the man 
and found a wound at the end 
of the middle finger of his right 
hand, Witness gave it) as his 
opinion that the injury was quite 
recent, the akin being torn but 
the nail being undamaged, The 
wound was superficial, 

“It struck me that it 
have been bite,” said 
Griffiths, “I saw how a bite would 
fit on my own finger and then’ I 
Jooked at prisoner's finger.” 

Witness further stated that if 
the finger had been crushed in 
n door or n drawer, the nail would 
have been damaged and the nail, 
in the case, would bave been the 
most painful part, hy 

Mr. Hazlerigg (for the Crown): 
-—-Whnrt do you think caused that 
injury?—Well. I think jit was 
something like a bite, 

In reply to defending 
(Mr. Somerset Witzroy) 
suid he would say that the injury 
had been caused within 24 hours, 

Victim’s Terrible Injuries 

Dr. A. V. Greaves, Government 
Bacteriologist, stunted that he made 
nu pest mortem exsmination of 
Tsung Tai-kai and judged him to 
be about 21 years of age. He said 
that Tsitng’s throat had been cut 
right across, and inside the major 
wound were three separate and 
definite stab wounds, which, in 
witness's opinion, had been Intlict- 
ed after the major wound. Two 
of the stab wounds went right 
down to the spinak column, while 
the big gash had severed oa 
structures right through to the 
spinal column, The stab wounds 
were consistent with having been 
caused by a clasp knife Cproduc- 
od). 

Witness also described other 
small wounds on the face, chin and 
throat, and refered to cuts found 
on deceased's right hand. ‘The 
latter, said) Da G 
perfectly consistent with deceased 
having grasped the blade of the 
knife with his hand. 

There was also. be said. a stab 
wound in the abdomen, which had, 
definitely, been inflicted after the 
major throat wound. 

Answering further questions, 
Witness said he considered that 
the major throat wound caused 
death, which would ensue in about 
two minutes. He added that he 
did not believe it possible that the 
wounds had: been self-inflicted. 

Witness was handed a black 
shove with a pizee cut out, which, 
he sid, had bloodstains on it, He 
examined the piece and found 
blood, on it, but the quantity was 
hot sufficient for further opinion. - 

Witt greed with Mr. Fitzroy, 
in cross-exumination, that Tsang 
might possibly have died 24 hours 
previously instead of from 10° to 
45 hours as he had stated, but, in 
re-examination, witness said that 
considering the atmosphere and 
temperature at the time he was 
satisfied that death had occurred 
from 40 to 46 hours previously. 

Weather Conditions

-Tho problem of unemployed ses- 
men Is causing great anx laty ‘to 
the Hongkong Sailors’ Home and 
the Missions to Scamon, according 
to the annual report just issucd. 

As is well-known, says tho re- 
port,' there are thousands of un- 
employed seafarers of the best type 
alt over the world, and possibly 
Hongkony {8 better, in this respect 
than most ports of similar = im- 
portance. Nevertheless thero ara 
noveral officers and enginecrs who 
cither owing to ill-health, old age, 
or the Inying up of their vessels 
have been out of work for a con- 
aiderable period und are now practi- 
cally penniless. 

Nor does there seem to be any 
chance of finding employment for 
them. Such money as they havo 
been able to save has long been 
pent. in the cnse of married men 
families at Home and elsewhere 
having taken anything that could 
be sent, and offen to send these 
men Home simply means moving 
them to an even worse state of de- 
stitution than ‘here. We cannot 
keep them for an indefinite period 
on the chance of their being able 
nome ‘time to pay off thelr debts 
eapecially as many of them already 
owe considorable sums elsewhere. 

NO LOCAL FUND. 

There is no find in the Colony 
or any Home of Rest for these men ! 
and we seriously put forward this 
problem 8 one which calls for 
careful consideration .and action, 
‘not only: by the Guilds and Com- 
panics but also by the powers that

ten dollars in their pocket.
